Leading Sections of Southland 
Will Be Represented at Pasa¬ 
dena; 85 Floats Entered 


close to the parade route, where 
• tjiey will be turned back. 

Streets over which the parade will 
pass have been lavishly decorated j 
for the occasion with bunting, palm 
fronds, flags and banners bearing 
the names and colors of the com¬ 
peting football teams. Information 
booths, telephone stations and emer¬ 
gency hospitals have been estab¬ 
lished at various points along the 
parade route. 

L While others are celebrating the 
advent of a new year tonight, ap¬ 
proximately 5000 persons will be 
working all through the night plac¬ 
ing Flowers on the float frameworks 
which have been designed and built 
in recent weeks for tomorrow’s pag¬ 
eant. 

> A huge temporary building, re¬ 
cently used as a tabernacle for an 
evangelistic campaign, has been 
placed at the disposal of the deco- 
'rators by the Touranment of Hoses 
Association, and the space It offers 
is augmented by several garages in 
downtown Pasadena. Only natural 
flowers are permitted in the parade, 
and they must be freshly picked. 

The football game, which consti¬ 
tutes the afternoon program of the 
tournament, will be attended by the 
largest crowd that has ever seen a 
game in Pasadena. All seats have 
been sold and $100,000 refunded to 
applicants who were too late. 

Those unable to go to Pasadena 
may hear a complete description of 
the parade as it passes down Colo¬ 
rado street by tuning in on Radio 
Station KPSN at 10:30. The football 
game will be broadcast by KPSN, 
with Charles W. Paddock at the 
microphone, and by ICFI and a net¬ 
work of fifty of the nation’s biggest 
stations, with Graham McNamee, 
famous WEAR announcer, assisting 
the regular KFI sports announcer. 

A line-up of the parade, showing’ 
the order in which the various floats 
and ’other units will be seen, was 
announced. 

At the head of the parade will be Tay¬ 
lor s Band, followed, in the order named. 

?- bugler, mounted police, Pasadena 
JMks Band, drummer boys of *61, the 
grand marshal and his chief of staff and 
six aides, American Legion, the president 
and directors of the tournament in deco¬ 
rated cars, woman's division guests, tour¬ 
nament pioneers, and the Tournament of 
Boses Association's non-competitive float, 
fashioned from 10,000 roses and 100,000 
•mailer blossoms. 

FIRST DIVISION will bs led by the 

Pasadena Sciots’ Band. Following the 
division marshal and his four aides will 
be decorated cars bearing the Mayor of 
Los Angeles, members of the Los Angeles 
City Council, county board of supervisors, 
grand exalted ruler of the Elks, Pasadena 
board of city directors, Pasadena board 
or education. Long Beac}* City Council, 
Glendale City Council, and float repre¬ 
senting the republic of Czechoslovakia. 

SECOND DIVISION, led by the Glen¬ 
dale Elks* Band, will comprise floats 
representing cities of more than 40,000 
population. First will come the Glendale 
float and then, in the order named, Los 
Angeles float, Beverly Hills float. San 
. Francisco float, San Jose float, Long 
Beach Municipal Band, Long Beach float 
and, Pasadena float. 

THIRD DIVISION will be led by the 
Franklin High School Band, followed by 
the division marshal and his four aides. 
The first half of this division presents 
floats from cities of between 20,000 and 
40,000 population. First will come the 
Alhambra float and then Altadena float,

With our California landscape 
nothing stons more suitable than 
to be guidt^ by the tradition of 
our early SpXfiiish settlers and to 
return to the type of dwelling 
they brought with them from 
their semi-tropic clime. The cor¬ 
rectness of type is indisputable 
and its charm at once apparent. 

The exterior of this small 
house, built in t he Palo sJY&Cjfles 
hills, shows a correctness of de¬ 
sign which gives at a glance a 
feeling of stability and delightful 
hominess in the sincerity of its 
lines. 

The heavy split shake roof in 
Spanish design lends repose to the 
white plastered walls and the wide 
chimney shows a dominant note 
with its terra cotta chimney pots. 

A natural stone flagged walk 
leads to the living room porch, 
which is fashioned of rough hewn 
timbers and an entrance door 
with a wrought-iron grilled sash 
wicket. A generous patio at the 
rear of the house gives interesting 
space for the flower lover. The 
porch at the front is quite com¬ 
modious, also of rough hewn tim- 
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ber, and commands an unsur¬ 
passed view , through the hills to 
the blue bay of the ocean beyond. 
The dining room opens attractive¬ 
ly upon it. 

The floor plan shows a living 
r.o o m surprisingly spacious, 
judged by the apparent size of the 
house from the exterior. A warm 
and inviting room, with textured 
plaster walls, and its outstanding 
feature its wide homey chimney 
breast and raised fireplace. The 
slight elevation of the dining 
room adds charm and its wrought- 
iron railing gives a Spanish note, 
while the compactness of the 
kitchen planning is a joy to the 
housewife. 

Two bedrooms of good size, 
with ample closets, overlook the 
patio. 

Plans for this house were fur¬ 
nished under the auspices of the 
Architectural Club of Los Ange¬ 
les for the Small House Plan 
Service, located in the Building 
Material Exhibit on the sixth floor 
of the Metropolitan building 
Fifth and Broadway.

Three highways which ultimately 
will furnish mountain-to-the-sea 
thoroughfares having termini in 
San Pedro, were listed among 
those being considered under the 
second unit of the major traffic 
plan. All improvements under 
unit No. 2 will receive financial 
assistance from th© city, according' 
to a charter amendment approved 
by the voters last November. 

The three streets which ultimate¬ 
ly will feed San Pedro with traffic 
and their status are: 

Normandie avenue, section from 
Los Feliz boulevard to Manchester 
avenue, route planned by city engi¬ 
neer accepted. Tentative assess¬ 
ment map approved December 9, 
1926. It will be 70 feet wide from 
Los Feliz to Franklin; 80 feet wide 
J£om Franklin to Exposition boule¬ 
vard, and loo feet wide.

J. Wyman Ludlow, associate pro¬ 
fessor of engineering at U.S.C., de¬ 
nied in a letter to the San Pedro 
chamber of commerce, received 
yesterday, that he had ever stated 
he was in favor of placing the 
county sewer outfall off the harbor 
breakwater.

‘‘Charles L. Nichols, former special assistant 
to the United States Attorney General, as¬ 
signed to investigate mail frauds, and now 
attorney for the Bar Association, held a 
lengthy conference with Registrar B. B. bmith 
of the land office here, and announced that 
the swindle was the most notorious and Ha- 
grant of any case investigated by the Bar 
Association in recent years. 

“Postoffice inspectors, he said, will be asked, 
to check the activities of the. attorneys now 
under investigation, to determine if the mal s 
have been used in the asserted fraud. 

“The lawyers under fire have accepted ap¬ 
proximately 1,000 fees from prospective 
homesteaders, the fees averaging $100 each. 
The ‘homesteads' have in each instance been 
.located on old Spanish land grants, whichi 
i have been patented and held by private own- 
,5 ers for more than half a century.

Verdee fault refuses to die despite 
the numberless dry holes that have 
been drilled In the effort to prove It. 

R. L. Doheny, who drilled one well to 
test out this Idea a year ago, Is now 
starting another about a mile from 
the first project. 

The Doheny Interests have leased 
several hundred acres In this general 
district, among other tracts being 
the Weston ranch, which itself has j 
bad several dry holes drilled in vari¬ 
ous parts of it. The new well, which 
is to be started Immediately, will be 
put down on the Weston property, 
about ofie mile northwest of the Nar- 
bonne No. 1, which Doheny drilled 
last year. The Narbonne was drilled 
belpw 5000 feet without definite 
showings. . 

The new well is to be put down by 
the Petroleum Securities Company. 
The location is about 400 feet south¬ 
east of tfie spot where the Harbour 
Crude Oil Company drilled a wildcat 
well in 1914. before even the Tor¬ 
rance field was brought in. The la¬ 
bour Crude Oil well was drilled to 
about 4000 feet, and developed shal¬ 
low showings, but not in sufficient 
quantity to be profitable.

Center of Los Angeles’ population 
is south of Santa Barbara street, 
between Figueroa and Central, and 
is rapidly moving 6outh and south¬ 
west, according to an analysis made 
by Jay Lawer, gefiaral manager 
of Palos Verdes. 

“Each year since 1920 Los An¬ 
geles has gained more than 100,000 
new residents,” Mr. Lawer said 
yesterday. “This means that a new 
city larger than Glendale or Pasa¬ 
dena must be absorbed each year. 
The only region that can accom¬ 
modate this great influx of people 
is the great southwest area. Here 
are thousands of virgin acres that 
can still be bought at moderate 
prices. Future growth must neces¬ 
sarily take place south of Man¬ 
chester and west of Western. 

“Beyond this area lies Palos 
Verdes, where there is being de¬ 
veloped on one of the most natur¬ 
ally beautiful areas in the world 
a residential park that ultimately 
must become the residential show 
place of Southern California. 

“The natural beauty of the land 
itself, the climate, and the urgent 
desire of many people to live near 
the sea, are some of the reasons 
the tract is going ahead. But per¬ 
haps the greatest reason of all Is 
that all planning is done under the 
direction of Frederick Law Olmsted, 
recognized throughout the world as 
: the greatest of landscape architects. 
One has but to ride over the sixty 
miles of completed roads in Palos 
Verdes to appreciate that they, have 
been designed by a master mind.

INDUSTRIAL WORK 

H ARBOR CITY may not have a harbor of its own, but what 
of it? It IS close enough to the harbor to take advantage of 
most of ^ts ’ opportunities, and has a few opportunities all its own, 
it claims—it pays just as well to let one’s next door neighbor build 
r the harbor if one gets one’s share of the business. 

, Some years ago folks used to <§> 
take a look at Harbor City and 
pass It up as a hopeless case, 
because there was no outlet to 
the south and east, nor a high¬ 


way dire ctly northward, but 
that is all changed now and 
the community has taken on 
new impetus from new high¬ 
ways now under way and other 
development proje ts for this 
section. Present boulevards are 
being widened a: d extended, all 
of the streets o:' the i'ty are 
to be paved, a big milding pro¬ 
gram is under way, and Harbor 
City will soon be the center of 
a network of boulevards, accord¬ 
ing to officials of the Chamber 
of Commerce. 

Harbor City is close to al¬ 
most everything in this section, 
and lays additional claim to 
having an unusually salubrious 
climate, even jn this land of 
uniformly wonderful atmos¬ 
phere. It is protected by the 
’Pfli qp Vfi ydes Hills from ocean 
winds analogs, is warmer in 
Winter and cooler in Summer 
than almost any other section 
of Southern California, accord¬ 
ing to the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce statisticians, and is a de¬ 
lightful place in which to live. 

Near Long Beach. 

It is only eight miles from 
Long Beach, three miles from 
Wilmington, four ami a half 
miles from San Pedro, eight 
miles from Redondo, four miles 
from Torrance and twenty miles 
from Los Angeles. 

More than twenty-five homes 
are either under way or about 
to be started, as soon as 
weather permits, in Harbor City. 
One contractor has nineteen 
new homes to his credit, all 
sold, and plans for five more 
ready for foundation as soon as 
the ground is dry. All of the 
new homes run largely to stucco. 
Pinecrest, a high business sec¬ 
tion, is the scene of much of 
the new residential building. 
An unusual feature here is that 
the streets are lined with pine 
trees. 

The lower levels in and around 
Harbor City are destined for 
industrial development, accord¬ 
ing to city boosters, and some 
long steps in this direction have 
been taken.

For a time prior to the recent 
rainstorm the plant was running 
double shift to keep up with 
the demand.

As the hills are sought more and 
more as homesltes, the small house 
plan problem *.in California becomes 
increasingly an Individual one, re¬ 
quiring the study of a trained artist 
with the ability to develop the pos¬ 
sibilities latent in each instance. 1 

To assure ample living quarters, 
circulation between the rooms, the 
maximum of light and air, to develop 
wall spaces permitting successful 
furnishing, to frame the views obtain¬ 
able, to provide the last word in con¬ 
veniences without burdening the 
bouse .with built-in features of tem- 
porary or doubtful value, are among 
the problems to be solved. With these 
requirements in mind, to develop an 
attractive exterior that will harmon¬ 
ize in the setting and to tie the whole 
"to the site so that the passerby is 
impressed with its aptness and unity, 
are not simple problems. And on 
their correct solution will depend 
whether the house is a success or a 
failure as a home and as an invest¬ 
ment. 

This small Spanish house, designed 
bv Arthur C. Munson, architect, and 
at, present under construction in the 
Palos Verdes hills, is particularly 
pieasing because of its simplicity, 
which gives the grace and dignity 
often coveted in vain by, homes of 
more pretentious planning. 

The patio entrance is a feature 
which will recommend itself to those 
who prefer an entrance not too ob¬ 
viously seen from the street. The 
wall around the garden adds to the 
feeling of seclusion. On the other 
hand the large living room, with its 
high-timbered ceilings and its two 
exposures, lends an immediate feel¬ 
ing of hospitality. Plenty of light is 
assured on the gloomiest day and the 
big fire place supplies the feeling of 
coziness and comfort. For the sum¬ 
mer days the two long terraces be¬ 
come accessible living porches, with 
beautiful views of ocean on the one 
side and mountains on the other.

At least six real estate operators 
face losing their licenses because of ] 
their part In accepting fees for filing 
homestead claims on the old Spanish 
land/ grants of Southern California, 
it became known yesterday when 
Asst. U. S. Atty. Jack Layng an¬ 
nounced that tile investigation oi 
the Bar Association had failed to 
connect any of its members with the 
matter. 

Scores of Los Angeles residents 
have been victimized by so-called 
“attorney fees” amounting to several *i 
thousands of dollars. These fees •, 
were collected for the preparation 1 
and filing of papers on land, the 
patents to which were given under 
the Spanish grants. The investiga¬ 
tion by officials of the Bar Associa¬ 
tion shows that real estate men 
have been encouraging the filing of 
these claims, although the govern¬ 
ment has warned applicants for the j 
land that the Spanish land grants 
have been held valid and that the 
land has never been surveyed as 
public domain and therefore can not 
be filed upon. 

TITLES UPHELD 

That officials at Washington are 
not worried over the validity of title 
to the Spanish land grants is shown “ 
by the fact that Attorney Layng dur¬ 
ing the last week passed on titles to 
three parcels of land purchased by 
the government in the territory 
that was part of the old 
VerdjMLJ&ancho. 

In passing on the title, Layng did 
considerable research work and 
brought to light many facts relating 
to the history of the grants. He 
says the government is bound to up¬ 
hold the validity of titles to the 
grants because it was specified by 
treaty when California became part 
of the United States that the then 
existing grants would be upheld. 

One of the most Interesting points 
uncovered by Layng was the fact 
that the grants played an important 
part in the Civil War. Southern 
sympathizers were in favor of the 
cancellation of the Spanish land 
grants and promised that if Califor- 
t w ° uld the South, the 

old land grants would be declared in- . 
valid. Northern sympathizers took | 
the opposite view and since Califor¬ 
nia remained with the Union, the 
government then became bound to 
i'ii'i® 8 to the land, ac¬ 
cording to the government attorney.

Project To Make La Brea a 
Mountain - To • Ocean High- j 
way Is Launched 


Protests of property owners on the I 
opening and widening of La Brea from 
Washington boulevard to Exposition 
boulevard will be heard by the city 
council up until 5 p. m. February 12th. 
The project Is one of the most import¬ 
ant links in the move to make La Brea 
avenue the first mountain-to-ocean 
highway west on Western avenue. 

This is the first project included in 
the second unit of the major traffic 
street plan, as authorized by voters 
last November. Money was made 
available to help pay for the projects 
included in the second unit when Los 
Angeles voters approved the major- 
traffic amendment. One of these 
twenty projects is the La Brea avenue 
expansion, aud as such will receive 
$100,000 of city funds. This money 
will help to reduce the assessments on 
property owners involved. 

A 52 per cent petition for this im¬ 
provement was presented by property 
owners along La Brea last August. 
The city engineer was immediately in¬ 
structed to start work on the plans 
which were rushed through to com¬ 
pletion. Inasmuch as property owners 
will get city aid in the project, which 
was not assured when the petition was 
presented, it is expected that the per¬ 
centage of protests will be small. 

This project is a link in the plan to , 
extend La Brea avenue, as a 100-foot 
major traffic artery from Cahueenga 
Pass to the Palos Verdes hills. It is 
the last portion to be opened and 
widened to the county line near Expo¬ 
sition Park. 

The county surveying office has just 
completed a survey for the continu¬ 
ation of La Brea from Exposition bou- 
leevard through the Baldwin Hills to 
a connection with traffic arteries in 
Inglewood.

third at Point Vicente—and throw out their welcome beams to 
guide seafaring boats into the safety of the harbor. 

In 1874 the lighthouse that 


now stands on Point Firmin was 
constructed. In 1866 a report of 
the tonnage in shipping, imports 
and exports, was made to show 
the necessity of this. protection 
as a safeguard to commerce and 
protection of life of passengers. 
The building is unchanged, a 
frame structure, and is built like 
a house, containing living quar¬ 
ters for the keeper’s family. The 
lamp is mounted above in a 
cupola. The first lamp was 2100 
candle power. 

A new lamp of 10,000 candle 
power was installed a year and a 
half ago. It . is of the globe type 
with eight prisms, and is not re¬ 
volving. An automatic clock 
regulates the lamp. This lamp 
has three electric globes and runs 
by a flasher. The characteristics 
of the light are one second flash, 
two seconds eclipse; one second 
flash, six seconds eclipse; ten 
seconds total. 

First Keeper Woman. 

The first keeper of this light¬ 
house was a woman by the 
name of Smith, who came to Cal¬ 
ifornia, accompanied by her sis¬ 
ter and an old negro man, and 
took up the duties of keeper. No 
record of a wreck or disaster, 
due to neglect on her part, was 
ever recorded. 

When Wilmington was & 
metropolis and San Pedro but an 
insignificant fishing village, this 
lighthouse was built, material 
for construction being hauled 
over almost impassable roads 
from Wilmington. Shipments 
came to Wilmington by boat 
from San Francisco. Many in¬ 
teresting tales would be heard 
could this old lighthouse tell of 
all it has witnessed through its 
'‘eye" of light since 1874. 

By a strange coincidence, the 
present keeper is a woman—or 
rather a girl—Miss Thelma Aus¬ 
tin, who until about a month ago 
was assisted by her sister, 
Juanita, who is now married. 
The two girls took up the work 
when the father, W. L. Austin, 
died a year ago, after keeping 
the light for ten years at Point 
Firmin and ten years at Point 
Concepcion. 

Job Easy to Her. 

Having spent her life in & 
1 lighthouse, Miss Austin handles 
, the job of keeping the light as 
easily as the office girl handles 
< her typewriter. During the day 
' Miss Thelma is also a business 
■ woman, assistant in v th 0 e o^r^of 
tion, with living quarters for 
three employes. Keeper Frank 
Weller is helped by W. S. Wil¬ 
liams, first assistant, who licts 
been here for four years, and 
Norman D. Francis, second as¬ 
sistant, who was transferred 
from Point Reyes three months 
ago. Point Reyes is an important 
lookout north of San Francisco. 
The men work on the same 
schedule as a ship, four bourdon 
duty, eight hours off. 

Included in the duties of the 
day is broadcasting position 
twice daily, from 9 to 9:30 A. M. 
and from 3 to 3:30 P. M. To 
operate the wireless, three West¬ 
ing-house motors are used, 1500 
watt, 110 volts, and enough bat¬ 
teries to stock a small shop, 
which are tested and recharged 
daily. , ' 

Installed Lost Year. 

This broadcasting station was 
installed May l, 1926 , in re¬ 
sponse to requests from ship 
companies and shippers. If a ?

heavy fog hangs over the sea 
during the morning or at any 
time during the day or night, the 
fog horns are set going. They 
are operated by two twenty-four- 
horse power Fairbanks Morse 
engines. 

Keeper Weller stressed the 
need of a life-saving station, 
pointing out that aside from the 
municipal lifeguards at Long 
Beach, not a station is located 
this side of San Francisco. In 
case of a shipwreck or accident, 
it has been necessary for the men 
at the lighthouse to go to their 
aid. 

Another duty of the keeper 
and his assistants is to keep the 
five buoys and three beacons lo¬ 
cated at the harbor in working 
order. Gas tanks are placed in¬ 
side and the lighting is controlled, 
by the light or lack of light of 
the sun; as night falls the lights 
automatically come on. Daylight 
extinguishes the lights. 

Point Vicente Light. 

Point Vicente lighthouse, 
erected within the last two years, 
is one of the most up-to-date and 
best equipped in the country. 
Located a few miles above Point 
Firmin on a high bluff, the tow¬ 
er is sixty-five feet high, of con¬ 
crete and steel construction, and 
the lamp 800,000 candle power, 
is the “clam shape” type. The 
light is visible forty miles at sea. 

Characteristics of the lamp: 
Third order lense; uses a 500- 
watt electric globe; white flashes 
every twenty seconds; first used 
April 13, 1926. 

The fog warning is of the 
chimes type and was installed 
June 24, 1925. Two blasts are 
heard every sixty seconds. 

With well-kept grounds at 
Point Vicente, three adobe houses 
for the keeper and his assistants, 
and building to house batteries, 
motors and engines, the light¬ 
house on the bluff makes an at¬ 
tractive scene. Keeper George 
L’Hommedieu, formerly at Miles 
Rock, is in charge, with B. R. 
South as first assistant, formerly 
at Pieadras Blancas, and Ray¬ 
mond Deurloo, recruit, second as¬ 
sistant. Keeper L’Hommedieu 
was in charge during construc¬ 
tion of the tower, coming; to 
Point Vicente two years ago. 
Where Young Landed. 

Point Vicente was given world¬ 
wide publicity by George Young.

That and more 
the Salvation Army fresh air camp 
at Redondo Beach will surely be. 

At the call of C. J. Funk, chair- 
-ma.r> of the advisory board of the 
^-~.\ati°n Army Coms_ serving the 
district, including El SegUndo, Man¬ 
hattan, Hermosa, Redondo and Palos 
Verdes, representative men met at a 
dinner-conference at the Elks home 
last Friday night, Maj. J. C. Boil, 
Capt. and .Mrs. E. L. Graves and 
Adjutant Jesse Good of Los Angeles 
and Capt. Pollard of Redondo. After 
briely explaining the object of the 
meeting, Chairman Funk introduced 
Maj. Bell, the ranking Army officer 
present. 

. Ma T B ell explained that the build¬ 
ing for the new fresh air home, 
which without the furnishings cost 
340,000, is the gift of Joseph Dabney, 
a rich old man of Los Angeles, whose 
further contributions for furnishing 
part of the home and for a model re¬ 
frigerating plant will make his total 
contribution close to §50,000. One of 
the chief features of the home, a 
model kitchen, has been furnished by 
Mr. Dabney. 

The site, which cost §38,000, is half 
paid for. As yet no provision has 
been made for improving and beauti¬ 
fying the grounds and providing play¬ 
ground equipment. Maj. Bell hopes 
the people of Redondo and the rest 
of the district will undertake to de¬ 
vise ways and means to improve the 
grounds and provide the playground 
equipment. 

Furnishings are needed for the din¬ 
ing room and the auditorium, and 
ways and means to provide them are 
among the problems which the Army 
officers will need outside help to 
solve. 

Mothers who are received at the 
fresh air home, said Maj. Bell, will 
be taught domestic science by compe¬ 
tent teachers, who will give the valu¬ 
able services free. Mothers will be 
taught to cook and buy food to the 
best advantage.

The good that such a home, man¬ 
aged by the Salvation Army, can and 
will do is incalculable. It will be .one 
of the outstanding institutions/^ the 
kind in the state and undo/lnedly a 
source of pride to the ©fftire south 
bay district.

hotel jollification will be indulge 
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The following highway data 
were issued by the touring bureau 
of the Automobile Club of 
Southern California under date 
of March 15. Motorists desiring 
further information may obtain 
it by communicating directly 
with the,club. 

Los Angeles to Pomona via 
Brea Canyon and return through 
Covina. Pavement is continuous 
irom Los Angeles by way of East 
Ninth street to Boyle avenue, 
north on Boyle avenue to Whit¬ 
tier Boulevard to Whittier. Just 
before reaching Whittier, the 
motorist passes through the 
small town of Pico where the 
old original home of Gov. Pio 
Pico is located. 

Between Whittier and La 
Habra, Whittier Boulevard Is 
under construction, necessitat¬ 
ing a detour south from Whit¬ 
tier on Painter avenue to Tele¬ 
graph Road, then east to La Habra. 
This detour is over excellent 
paved road. Going directly east 
from La Habra an oiled maca¬ 
dam road is followed through 
the oil fields to the Orange- 
Los Angeles, county line. This 
is the beginning of Brea Canyon 
/ and a perfect concrete highway 
leads through rolling, grass- 
covered hills to the Valley Boule¬ 
vard just east of Walnue. Paved 
highway is then continuous to 
Pomona with the exception of a 
short detour around -culvert con¬ 
struction at Spadra. 

From Pomona, a gravel road 
may be followed directly west 
on Holt avenue ✓and this leads 
through a beautiful farming 
country to Covina. The hills at 
this time $re especially green 
and wild flowers of various types 
are in abundance. Pavement is 
then continuous from Covina to 
Baldwin Park, and either by way 
v of Bassett Station to El Monte 
or ov^er ; the new road direct to 
the latter city. From El Monte 
one may follow the El Monte 
Road or Garvey avenue to Los 


Angeles, both of these''roads be¬ 
ing paved. 

Los Angeles to Serra and re¬ 
turn. Pavement is continuous 
from Los Angeles to Santa Ana 
by way of Whittier and Fuller¬ 
ton, or by way of Telegraph 
Road, La Habra and Fullerton, 
or on Baker avenue out of Hunt¬ 
ington Park. From Santa Ana, 
paved highway continues through 
Irvine to San Juan Capistrano, 
from which point good road is 
followed to Serra. 

For the return journey excellent 
gravel road is followed along the 
coast to Laguna with pavement 
from that city to , Newport. Be-' 
tween Newport and Huntington 
Beach ^he main highway is 
closed, and will remain so until 
approximately the first. pf July, 
so it is best to follow pavement 
from.

The strain of conven¬ 
tion sessions will be broken Thurs¬ 
day afternoon by an automobile 
drive under auspices of the history 
and landmarks department of the 
district witr the co-operation of 
Long Beach clubwomen. Photo¬ 
graphic likenesses of many of the 
scenes to be visited are published 
in the rotogravure section of the 
Press-Telegram today. 

Automobiles will start from the 
Ebell Clubhouse at 2:30 P. M. Mrs. 
Florence Dodson Schoeneman, 
chairman of the department, 
descendant of two of the families 
whose names are linked with the 
earliest history of civilization in 
this section, will give the historical 
setting of the places to be visited. 
Cerritos Rancho Visit. 

The party will first visit the old 
Los Cerritos Rancho, where 
Jotham Bixby, known as the 
“Father of Long Beach,” settled in 
the late sixties. From the broad 
acres of this* ranch were taken the 
townsites of Long Beach, Clear¬ 
water, Hynes, Somerset and- Bell¬ 
flower. The old Spanish house was 
the home of the family for many 
years. 

In .Wilmington, which was a port 
when Los Angeles was but a 
pueblo. Long Beach and San Podro 
unfounded, are two places which 
will be - visited. There is Banning 
place in its grove of giant eucalipti. 
The latter are grown from the first 
seeds brought to this country, gift 
to Genial Phineas Banning from 
a frleiid who had made the trip 
to Australia, home of these trees, 
which have now become a charac¬ 
teristic of the California landscape. 
This was in 1855. The broad 
branches and graceful foilage of 
these trees overshadow the house 
and lawns and they formed a broad 
avenue from the old home to the 
town of Wilmington ui^til a .ew 
weeks ago, when part of them had 
to give way to a new street. 

At Banning Estate. 

The eld home built just prior to 
the Civil War period has been the 
scene of many distinctive gather¬ 
ings in the almost three-quarters 
of a century of its existence. It is 
to be a gift from Mrs. Banning to 
Wilihington as soon as measures 
for its safeguarding are completed. 
Here too is the old barn which was 
headquarters of the first stage line 
ui Tins section*" of the country, 
operated by General Banning from 
1850 to 1860, between Wilmington, 
Los Angeles and Yuma. 

Noarby is the old Drumm Bar¬ 
racks, the oldest building in the 
harbor district, named for Quarter¬ 
master General Drumm, used from 
1862-68 as the United States Army 
Supply Depot for Southern Cali¬ 
fornia, Arizona and New Mexico, 
United States Army, Department of 
the Southwest. 

Old Drumm Barracks. 

The old colonial building in its 
grove of palms, ivy and cypress, 
was erected in 1862 from material 
all of which was brought / around 
the Horn. It consists of fourteen 
large rooms with old-fashioned 
fireplaces and the present owners 
Mr. and Mrs. Thomas R. Keaveny 
have succeeded in securing many 
pieces of old hand-wrought furni¬ 
ture which also have histories. 

Troops and wagon trains as¬ 
sembled here before expeditions 
made to the interior States to 
suppress the marauding bands of 
Indians. This building was also 
the terminus of the first telegraph 
in the Southwest. 

In the center of the patio in 
the rear of the house is an old 
ivy-covered well sheltered by a 
moss-grown roof, from which 
hangs an old oaken bucket. 
Around the well are rude stone 
and pottery of Indian make. 

The barracks were abandoned 
after the subjugation of the In¬ 
dians, but during its days of offi¬ 
cial life it had quartered in. it 
many men whose names are now 
inscribed in history. In addition 
to General Drumm, were Generals 
Whittier, McGruder, McDowell, 
Rosecrans, Winfield Scott, Henry 
[Hancock, Captain Phil SheridaSj 
[of the famous poem of “Sheri-I 
dan’s Ride,” Lieutenant Hunt, 
first husband of Helen Hunt 
Jackson, who It is said gave her 
much of her material for her 
book “Ramona.” 

Point Firm in Lighthouse. 

The party will also view the 
Point Firmin lighthouse, said to 
be the oldest in the United States, 
make as much of the trip, as time 
permits, through the Palos 
Ve rdes Hills where new homes 
are being - Dtiilt carrying out the 
highest ideals of beauty of the old 
Spanish architecture. 

Mrs. Schoeneman, who has 
planned and will conduct the pil¬ 
grimage, is a daughter of the 
Sepulveda family, to whom was 
given the original Spanish grant 
of Palos Verdes Rancho, a tract 
of 36,000 acres, and of the Do¬ 
minguez family, to whom was 
given the grant of San Pedro 
Rancho, a tract of 26,000 acres. 

Dead Man’s Island. 

Another of the landmarks to be 
viewed is what is known as Dead 
Man’s Island, which will be razed 
shortly to make way for an IrnmL 
gration station. From the Palos 
Verdes hills can also be seen Por¬ 
tuguese Bend, a landing place for 
people of that nationality in the 
long ago, in later years one of the

Of Today in Ebell Address 
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address before ,Ebell club. 
Reminding his audience of the 
- a § Cr °Id tendency pf adults of every 
generation to criticize youth, the 
speaker quoted the translation of a 
complain* on a 300Q-year-oid brick 
to the effect that “Our younger 
generation has fallen upon evil 
times. They are not as good as 
their fathers”—a view that Dr. Bax¬ 
ter himself does not believe applies 
to young people of today. 

Taking up first the so-called sui¬ 
cide wave among school students, 
the speaker quoted some significant 
statistics, saying that 32 .college 
students committed suicide in 1923^ 
'as against 64 bankers, 62 physic¬ 
ians, 48 judges and attorneys, 14 
clergymen, 43 doctors and 110 heads 
of business corporations. 

While he admitted that there has 
been an. increase in, suicide all 
along the line since that time, the 
speaker declared that undue pub¬ 
licity has made ihe sum total ap¬ 
pear erroneous as far as college 
students are concerned. 

Rising Tide of Lawlessness 
‘There is undoubtedly a lessened 
respect for the law 'among all 
classes,” he averred, explaining that 
it is a rising tide of lawlessness' 
that is more serious than a wave of 
lawlessness would be. “But I am 
not willing to place the blame on 
oiir young people,” he V declared; 

true, the younger generation has 
not the same high respect and value 
tor human life as evidenced by an 
older generation, but this is due to 
the war. Decreased valuation of 
life always results from massed 
killings. The modern youth is reap¬ 
ing what others sowed. 

There is no such thing as inde¬ 
pendence, which means I am not 
so much my brother’s keeper as ray 
brother’s brother. I believe our 
college young people are learning- 
this and that they have sensed the 
deeper meaning of the word ‘serv¬ 
ice. To me it is significant that 65 
per cent of the college seniors last 
year took the first job offered, in¬ 
dicating that -they understood some 
of the underlying principles of cul¬ 
ture, for culture should mean a 
furtherance of good to the indi¬ 
vidual and to humanity.” 

Dr. Baxter said it is considered 
that w e of today have 35 mechani¬ 
cal slaves working for us. He be¬ 
lieves the younger generation rea¬ 
sons that with this mechanical in¬ 
crease over the one slave of an 
older generation there is an obli¬ 
gation to accomplish finer and bet¬ 
ter things. It is reasonable to ex¬ 
pect a higher moral development to 
go along with this mechanical im¬ 
provement, he said, otherwise the 
machinery would win the suprem¬ 
acy. His belief, based on prepar¬ 
ing young men for the Viinistry, is 
that the younger generation ’ is 
gaining a deeper understanding of 
things spiritual. 

Frankness a Virtue 

The speaker also expressed the 
opinion that there is nothing men¬ 
acing in the frankness of the mod¬ 
ern youth, saying, “It seems to me

Leaving it to the courts then to 
decide upon the innocence or guilt 
of Lewis, the story can go forward 
on the known features of this unique 
character. No person who has ever 
stood on Pine Mountain and over¬ 
looked the beautiful and logical set¬ 
ting of this community can question 
for a moment that Lewis is an ar¬ 
tist of vision and that he used this 
quality in laying out the beautiful 
Civic Center and residential district 
of Atascadero. As the story pro¬ 
gresses, it will be equally clear that 
Lewis, with financial support run¬ 
ning up to twelve millions of dol¬ 
lars, is one of the weakest business 
men who ever engaged iu big busi¬ 
ness. 

“The greatest fine art of the 
future will be the making of a 
comfortable living from a small 
piece of land.”—Abraham Lincoln. 
This quotation, laudable from ev¬ 
ery point, of view, was set up by 
Lewis as one of his main purposes 
in founding “the ideal community” 
in California after his disastrous ex*; 
periences in University City where j 
. his various enterprises were lost 
through bankruptcies and the issu¬ 
ance of the first fraud order against 
him. He came to California in 1913 
practically penniless, with expenses 
paid from borrowed money. 

But the ever optimistic Lewis was 
undaunted by past disasters and 
his poor financial condition, for he 
was depending upon .the friendship 
of thousands who had read his for¬ 
mer publications at University City. 
He came, not with the idea of buy¬ 
ing a small tract for his family, but 
to buy thousands of acres on which 
could be built his ideal city. That 
the cost of the property would 
amount to one million dollars and 
its improvement many millions was 
of minor importance in the vision 
of this dream builder. 

Lewis had but one idea, in se¬ 
lecting the location for his new city 
and that was to find the most beau¬ 
tiful setting possible, in order that 
be might follow out his original plan 
of making it “the most desirable 
place in which to live.” His ex¬ 
haustive investigation finally led 
him to Rancho Atascadero, an old 
Spanish land grant, which offered 
him 23,000 acres of fertile valleys 
and beautiful, oak-clad hills. The

iXT STEP IN 
OUTFALL PLAN 


With the location of the proposed 
outfall sewer for the metropolitan 
sanitation district definitely fixed at 
White’s Point by the state board of 
health at San Francisco yesterday 
the next step in the long drawn-out 
controversy over the sewer will be 
fought in the courts, it was an¬ 
nounced after the board of health 
had granted the application for the 
White’s point location. 

The application as allowed by the 
state body will permit the erection 
of a sedimentation plant near Har¬ 
bor City and construction of a tun¬ 
nel under the Pa los Verde s hills to 
the White’s point location, where 
the outfall will be carried into the 
ocean. 

In case settled sewage is allowed 
to flow through the outfall the 
mouth of the big sewer must be at 
least a mile off shore, the state 
board stipulated in giving approval 
to the project. Should screened 
effluent be directed through the 
outfall its distance from shore may 
be limited to 2260 feet, the applica¬ 
tion stated. 

To Condemn Lands 

The court proceedings, it was 
pointed out, will be necessary to 
secure a right-of-way for the sewer 
through the Palos Verdes estate. 
Such proceedings will necessitate 
condemnation of the necessary 
lands required for this right-of- 
way.

Mr. Warren was advised, 
however, that engineers of the State 
Board of Health had reported that no 
possible contamination could result 
from the outfall owing to the fact that 
all sewage will be properly treated be¬ 
fore it is discharged and because it is 
to be located 5000 feet from shore.

A SSEMBLYMAN C. D. EDDY'S bill to conserve the California 
beaches for the people of the entire state instead of letting them 
be closed to the public through private ownership, is a measure that 
shouuld receive the unqualified support of the Legislature. Eddy’s 
bill woulud put a stop to the virtual confiscation of California beaches 
by private speculators, subdividers, beach clubs and estates. 

In Southern California especially the rate at which beach frontages 
have been seized by private interests is alarming. “No Trespassing” 
and “Private, Keep Out’* signs now greet people who would enjoy rec¬ 
reation on the shores of the Pacific. In Los Angeles county, for in¬ 
stance thirty-eight miles of the shore line have been taken up by these 
private buyers. 

The Eddy measure, due to come up before the Commerce and 
Navigation committee this week for a hearing, requires that any map 
filed for subdivision along the coast must provide for a public roadway 
above the mean high tide line and for the dedication of the beach_between 
the roadway and the ocean for public use. The State Highway Com¬ 
mission would be charged with the duty of setting out the road. 

Wealthy estates with large tracts along the sea shore in Southern 
California have sent a strong lobby to Sanramento to fight the Eddy 
propose’- Included in thes interests are William Randolph Hearst, 
ow v* t the greater San Sii leon rancho in San Luis Obispo county; 
tb ‘aios Verdes* estate, an extensive subdivision project controlling 
t ve flTnt'TbY"o<je&n front, and the famous Malibu rancho, long held 
by r.he Rinlg^ illy, which controls seventeen miles of beach front 
just forth • . iii-i Monica. 

Cities Los Angeles county have been forced to spend $600,000 
to buy back small strips of beaches for playgrounds that never should 
have beer released from the public domain Communities of Southern 
California, jealous of anything that would impair the state’s reputation 
as a nationally known playground, are firmly in favor of the Eddy 
measure. 

Now, before it is too late, is the time to save the beach frontages 
which are as much a part of the natural resources of California as are 
the forests. In national and state parks beautiful scenic regions of the 
state have been conserved to the people for all time. Through private 
subscriptions groves of the coast redwoods have been set aside. For 
several years past efforts have been under way to secure the Calaveras 
Big Trees from private control. We do not wish to see the day when 
attempts have to be made to rescue our beaches from private 

ownershjpfor the enjoyment of the people as a whole. The time to 
halt Ufe grabbing of the beaches is right now.

' ] An eigh t-faot tvory tusk of what 
j’ s belie+eAtorb'e k>ne of the largest 
mammoths? ever discovered has been 
tjunearthbd at Palos Verdes Estates. 
The tusk is appl'Mima^y'^ inches 
across at its widest diameter and 
came from an animal which prob¬ 
ably weighed more than: three tons. 

The tusk was discovered by chil¬ 
dren from the Malaga Cove school. 
Recent rains had left it protruding 
from a sea cliff near the school. John 
Kohler, amateur paleontologist at 
Palos Verdes Estates, directed the 
unearthing of the ivory and turned 
lf ° ver to the engineering depart¬ 
ment of the project. 

Prof. Loye Miller, head of the bi- 
clogy department of the University 
of California in Los Angeles, in¬ 
spected the specimen and suggested 
a method of preserving it for exhibi¬ 
tion purposes. The tusk will be en¬ 
cased and added to other specimens 
of P^bistoric animal and plant life 
to form the nucleus of a museum at 
Palo* Verdes Estates.

Citv Planning 

SACRAMENTO; JiLie 2.—(U.P.) — 
California cities are expected to 
save more than $100,000,000 during 
the next 10 years under Senator J. 
W. McKinley’s city planning law 
signed today by Governor Young. 

The law, which provides for the 
creation of a board of five members 
to handle city planning, also gives 
cities and counties power to direct 
their own growth along lines laid 
out well in advance. 

C. H. Cheney of the Ya rde3 

Estates, secret ary of t he California 
conference and city planning, which 
pushed the “M'ffTCTTTl'y T measure 
through the legislature, declared that 
the act was the greatest step for 
economy and sensible planning of 
cities that California has ever taken. 

“Los Angeles in a little over two 
years has put under way one-third 
of its $200,000,000 program of major 
traffic and street work,” he said, 
“For opening, widening and extend¬ 
ing needed thoroughfares. Much o i 
ithis money would have been sa^a 
under the city planning law.” 
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Levett is the young man who 
ran from Los Angeles to San 
Francisco, 465 miles, in February, 
carrying a message from Mayor 
Cryer to Mayor Rolph.

San Pedro Now Second Cargo Port 

^AN PEDRO, California, 


S AN PEDRO, palifornia, the har¬ 
bor of Los Angeles, fifth port in 
the United States in the value of 
its sea going cargoes, and second in 
their weight, nestles in the arm of a 
panvelvet group of hills, which rise 
fourteen hundred and eighty-two feet 
above the Pacific in one of the most 
exquisitely cordial climates in the 
world. 

That is San Pedro in a nutshell. As 
it is today, and as it assuredly prom¬ 
ises to be, both as a world commercial 
center and as a place to live, it occu¬ 
pies an extraordinarily favorable posi¬ 
tion. 

Where the Ends of the Earth Meet 

Immediately behind the port lie the 
rich agricultural and mineral regions 
of southern California. In the farther 
hinterlands are mining and stock and 
grain raising states that ever increas¬ 
ingly look to San Pedro as their 
natural sea outlet. To south and north 
stretches a coastal plain, in which soil 
products in the greatest variety are 
plentifully represented, and on whose 
bordering mountains stand the great¬ 
est timber resources of the United 
States. Five thousand miles west of 
it, over a clear sea highway, is opu- 


Los Angeles Harbor Amid Sweeping 
Seaside Hills Has Many Commercial 
And Home Advantages

mankind. They look out over com¬ 
mercial shipping and the United 
States battle fleet in the finest man¬ 
made harbor on the Pacific. 

This inspiring view is the product 
of the less than 30 years since a gov¬ 
ernment-constructed breakwater trans¬ 
formed a batch of sand bars and 
marshes into the skeleton of a port. 

A Background of Spanish History 
The bay first was recorded 50 years 
after Columbus landed in San Salva¬ 
dor, when it was called Bahia de los 
Fumos (bay of fires), by a Portugese 


mesa, almost devoid of vegetation, 
curving about a miserable harbor 
Its Recent Records in Shipping 
Too shallow to permit ships to get 
behind the sand bars, the bay offered 
no protection against the prevalent 
southeasters. Dana was surprised to 
learn that 20 miles inland was the 
Pueblo de Los Angeles, the largest 
town in California, and that the des¬ 
olate port was one of the most impor¬ 
tant shippir- points on the entire Cali¬ 
fornia coast. 

The embarcadero was built about 


trade that intercoastal traffic last year 
brought 11 more ships and a little 
over a million more tons than did the 
foreign trade. 

Because southern California is the 
fastest growing region in the world, 
lumber imports of San Pedro are the 
greatest in the world. Last year they 
were 183,181,328 board feet. Because 
approximately one-ninth of the world’s 
production of petroleum comes from 
wells within a few miles of the port, 
its oil exports are the greatest in the 
world. Last year they totaled 122,- 
915,588 barrels. 

The Harbor as It Is Today 

In 1900, after more than 50 years of 
American supervision, San Pedro, in¬ 
fluenced by the remarkable growth of 
Los Angeles to 100,000 population, 
felt its importance. Five hundred 
ships called in twelve months. This 
great commerce, as it seemed at the 
time, gave support to those who 
maintained that a breakwater was de¬ 
manded by the port’s situation. 

After a false start, the breakwater 
was finally under construction in 1900. 
On it and on dredging and jetty work 
the Government spent $9,091,257.

lent and populous Asia. The Pacific, 
with its abundant marine life, comes 
up to its door. And a bare fourteen 
hundred miles to the southeast is the 
Panama Canal. 

The city of San Ped.ro overlooks a 
broad crescent-shaped California bay, 
ninety-seven nautical miles northwest 
of San Diego, 368 nautical miles south¬ 
east of San Francisco, and twenty land 
miles, by track or boulevard, from the 
business center of Los Angeles, al¬ 
though it is a part of Los Angeles. 

The Palos Verdes^Hills 

With rubber^'ft'onT the itelay and 
Strait settlements, tea and spices from 
the Orient, copra from Polynesia, and 
all the heterogenous cargoes from a 
thousand world ports, comes the spirit 
of romance, which is afoot every day 
in San Pedro. People who live in the 
mild, salty breeze that fans Palos 
Verdes hills look down on the tile 
roofs of a city of 45,000 inhabitants, 
in whose streets walk the five races of 


sea captain, Juan Rodriguez Cabrillo. 
Cabrillo was exploring the Pacific 
Coast of America under instructions 
from the Spanish conqueror of Mex¬ 
ico, Cortez. Directed to the bay by 
natives of an island 17 miles off 
shore, which he named Santa Catalina, 
he found it at night, lighted by the 
fires of Indians who had come down 
to fish. He and Viscaino, another 
Spanish explorer, who followed in 1602, 
saw in the shallow, marshy bay only 
an emergency shelter for ships. Vis¬ 
caino it was who christened San Pedro 
in honor of St. Peter of Alexandria. 

In 1835, when Richard Henry Dana 
was a reluctant visitor, the cumulative 
effect of three centuries of Spanish do¬ 
minion was reflected in a single adobe 
structure on the shore. This building 
was an embarcadero (warehouse) in 
which hides, practically the only 
product of the interior, were stored. 
Dana, in his book, “Two Years Be¬ 
fore the Mast,” describes a desolate

1815 by the Spanish padres as a ware¬ 
house for their mission at San Gabriel, 
near the Los Angeles Pueblo. Ox 
carts guided by Indians brought cat¬ 
tle hides from the broad interior plains 
over the hills to the embarcadero, 
whence the crews of visiting ships 
carried the bundles of hides on their 
heads through the surf to the ships’ 
boats. 

Today the pueblo has become me¬ 
tropolitan Los Angeles of 1,268,680 
inhabitants, and the port has become 
one with it. 

During the last fiscal year, ended 
June 1, 6,417 ships handled 23,067,365 
tons of commerce valued at $804,014,- 
311 at this port. The net tonnage of 
the ships totaled 17,469,291. Of these 
vessels 1,287 brought 4,838,018 tons 
of foreign goods, alone valued at 
$122,876,639. Although San Pedro 
gets more of the Panama Canal’s 
trade any other Pacific port, such 
has been the growth of its foreign

The breakwater extends, boomer- 
angshape, south from the tip of Point 
Fermin 2.11 miles. At its tip is a re¬ 
volving light 73 feet high, whose 
67,000 candle power rays have a range 
of 14 miles. The harbor behind the 
sea mole has approximately 40 miles 
of waterfront. The old lagoons have 
been dredged and the sand bars jettied 
and developed. The main channel, 
inside the biggest deposit of sand, 
Terminal Island, is 400 feet wide from 
the outer harbor to the end of its 
wharves, with a full width of 1,000 
feet between the wharves at San Pe¬ 
dro, and East San Pedro (Terminal 
Island), thence widening to a turning 
basin 1,600 feet in diameter opposite 
a branch lagoon, the West basin. The 
controlling depth is 48 feet at the har¬ 
bor entrance, 35 feet to the outer 
harbor wharves, and the (main chan¬

The Los Angeles County Regional Planning Commission, while 
in existence only a very sh<rt time, measured as cities grow, has 
worked out one of the most comprehensive regional plans for high¬ 
way development that has tver been -contemplated in the United 
States. Mr. Hugh R. Pomeroy, who has served as Managing Sec¬ 
retary of this commission since its inception, has proved himself to 
be an official of the striking combination of ability, vision and im¬ 
partiality, which thoroughly qualifies him for the high position he 
holds. 

As the benefits <Q>f the regional highway plan become more ap¬ 
parent, the people of Los Angeles County will further appreciate 
what the wisdom proper planning means as an economic bene¬ 
factor by which not only the present generation will profit, hut 
which will pay substantial dividends iin every practical sense of the 
word for posterity. 

Frequently the layman, not thoroughly conversant with the fun¬ 
damental principles ol proper planning, becomes alarmed at the 
suggestion of so many major highway projects, because he is apt 
to consider that they are all subject to the immediate development 
stage, with a consequent reflection df burdensome assessments and 
taxes to meet the cost. This is far from the actual truth of the mat¬ 
ter, and while certain projects embraced in the regional plan mi d as 
related to the various municipalities of the county are necessary 
and desirable, at the present time a very vast majority of the entire 
scheme and the supplements to be developed will in all likelihood 

put on the market prior to the last

Real Estate Man Demonstrates 
There Is Money to Me Made in

There is money to be made in Torrance property in¬ 
vestments—more money, perhaps, than the average 
Torrance citizen and prospective Torrance citizen is 
aware.

Therefore, the Regional Planning 
Commission, if it had never ac¬ 
complished anything else, has 
served as a controlling agency, se¬ 
curing the proper layout and dedi¬ 
cation of such traffic routes as 
have been determined from the ma¬ 
jor plan to be necessary for the 
insurance of the proper continuity 
of ttat plan. By this process sev¬ 
eral hundred miles of major dedi¬ 
cated rights of way for highways 
have been secured without cost to 
the county and its taxpayers. Ul¬ 
timately when all such main trunk 
lines ire improved the only cost to 
be involved will be the actual im¬ 
provement or construction costs. 
This striking feature, when com 
pared with the tremendous cost, at¬ 
tached to the Tenth Street widen¬ 
ing png-ram iai Bos Angeles, where 
the acquisition alone will probably 
approximate two million dollars a 
mile, illustrates that this county 
agency has indeed justified its ex¬ 
istence and administration.

Most of the petitions now 
in circulation are under the Mat- 
toon Act. This act, by providing 
for districts which may include ter¬ 
ritory within several political jur¬ 
isdictions by permitting acquisition 
of rights of way and improvement 
in the same proceedings by the fa¬ 
cility of operation and equitability 
oi assessment, is one of llie i’mwi 
pieces of; legislation in the country 
for public improvements. Supple¬ 
menting tne sprendid enabling fea¬ 
tures of this improvement act, the 
county is making* a careful field 
survey of all conditions, program¬ 
ming the assessed valuation in 
projected assessment districts and 
eliminating to the least possible 
minimum the overlapping of such 
assessment districts. 

The projects treated above are 
either presently under construction 
or in the form of petition and or¬ 
ganization. The regional scheme 
embraces several of the main roads 
which will bear a definite rela¬ 
tionship to the Torrance area, and 
includes the southern extension of 
Inglewood-Redondo Boulevard, In¬ 
glewood avenue, which is the same 
as Llewellyn avenue or Seventh 
street, Inglewood, and Arlington 
avenue, thus eventually giving this 
community three more major north 
and south arteries.

ment of the multitude of separate 
impulses to lead the growth of the 
city along the right lines.” Of 
course, one of the barriers to the 
realization of this idea has been 
the large estate holdings which for 
many years past have precluded a 
practical application of this theory, 
but all of these interests are now 
bent on co-ordinating their plans 
in order to take advantage of the 
resultant gains, which have now 
been practically demonstrated, not 
only in many sections of this coun¬ 
ty, but nation-wide, so as to effec¬ 
tually overcome the resistance 
which early planning met. Real 
regional planning does not exist 
and never will exist until the com¬ 
munities within it wake up to the 
common interests of the whole re¬ 
gion and make up their minds to 
work for general good, rather than 
as selfish units. 

A summary treatment of this big 
subject, while only superficially 
handled In this article, demonstrates 
that any community to take ad¬ 
vantage of its great possibilities, 
must coordinate the future with 
the regional plans of the county. 
The great impetus now being giv¬ 
en on the east side to both indus¬ 
trial and residential expansion may 
be very largely attributed to the 
very comprehensive, major as well 
as street plan which has been 
adopted by those communities. 
Torrance has many superior op¬ 
portunities, topographically and ge¬ 
ographically, as related to road 
planning if its plans are only co¬ 
ordinated properly.

y MOVEMENT SOUNDS LIKE A VALUABLE ONE 

The movement to unite all that territory southwest of the I 
center of Los Angeles, from Venice to the Palos Verdes 
hills and from the beaches east to Vermont avenue into a j 
district for advertising purposes, appears to be one of the 
greatest things ever proposed for this territory. Something 
like one hundred and fifty people gathered at Inglewood 
Friday night in response to invitation to discuss the matter. 

Not a word of dissent was voiced. One. or two people 
thought the project sounded rather big and that there might 
be some trouble financing it but none thought the idea val¬ 
ueless. About five people were present from this section. 
Practically every section of the territory was represented. 

J. 0. Stevenson is the father of the plan. About a month 
ago he was called to Gardena to discuss a plan for financing 
the local chamber of commerce. While thinking about that 
job the thought occurred to him that what Gardena, Tor¬ 
rance, Inglewood and each of these other centers wanted to 
do was really too large for apy one of them to do by them¬ 
selves—that if each of them did their extreme limit of ef¬ 
fort in selling their communities the effort would, be less ef¬ 
fective with each working individually than if all united in 
one great plan to sell the entire section. 

He called this section the Metropolitan Southwest and 
brought in an advertising expert who went with him over 
the territory and the two studied the matter. They planned 
the keynote for the advertising copy and counted the costs 
of the campaign. Friday night they explained the idea to 
representatives of the various centers. It was promised the 
campaign would be neither sectional nor political, but based 
entirely on placing before the public the particular advan¬ 
tages of this area for homes, business and industry. 

The advertising writer is to be the man who wrote the 
copy for the c#mpaijpi put on by Santa Monica, a man recog¬ 
nized as an expert in community advertising. 

The idea is popular. The difficulty may come in getting 
the finances, but Mr. Stevenson, who has done much work 
of that kind, believes he will raise the money without great 
difficulty. It is planned the money will be raised largely 
from owners of property and real estate men, those who 
will profit most by the plan. . Already some considerable 
sums haye been pledged.

Weather Bureau for today, but it 
is not a definite prophecy. The offi¬ 
cial forecast is “Tuesday cloudy and 
cold; Wednesday fair, somewhat high¬ 
er temperature.”

DAMAGE SLIGHT 

Slight damage to late grapes and 
cotton was reported from some sec¬ 
tions of the Southland. This, how¬ 
ever, was more than overshadowed 
by the value of the rain to the cit¬ 
rus crops.

should be succeeded by yet another. 

But one indoor activity at Venice 
delighted me. The vast swimming 
pool that one looks at through a score 
of huge shop windows; aerated by a 
perpetually playing fountain, and 
filled with light from without through 
the plate glass, is a model of what, 
a swimming pool should be. I should 
like to see some thing of the same 
kind erected in our own Margate, or 
Southend or Weston-super-Mare. 

At Venice I left the toy train and 
got again into the auto. We drove 
through friendly seaside towns— 
Manhattan, Hermosa, Redondo—and 
so came to La Venta Inn at Palos 
Verdes. 

Here is the very home of beauty. 
The little inn itself, built around 
three sides of a garden ablaze with 
every color of flowers, is so exactly 
“right” in its design that one would 
not have one stone altered or one 
flower transplanted; but it is the 
view over Santa Monica Bay and the 
valley edging it that takes away the 
breath. 
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OLD BALDY SEEN, TOO 
The grand sweep of deep blue sea, 
the white and pink of the houses of 
the coast towns would have been 
lovely without the ultimate touch 
that was there yesterday; but that, 
too, was granted us, for away to the 
right, its peak hanging over the mists 
in so ethereal a fashion that one 
felt one was looking at a Japanese 
colored print, was Old Baldy, and 
the peak was white with snow.

It therefore las 
seemed profitable to start this m 
quiry as part of the work in art 
education authorized for Palos

lacks standards particularly in the 
important art of landscape archi¬ 
tecture, which, if more generally 
applied, would exert, next to 
architecture, the greatest environ¬ 
mental influence in the world. It 
is not necessary that everyone 
agree on a list of the greatest ex¬ 
amples of art in the world. But 
ouce having established such a 
list on authority of a group rea¬ 
sonably well informed in the arts, 
it may serve as starting point for 


comparison with other examples 
in each of these arts and be use¬ 
ful at reasonable intervals there¬ 
after to measure progress in the 

arts. _ . . 

For convenience, the works of 
art under consideration are classi¬ 
fied in four groups: Architecture 
landscape architecture, painting 
and sculpture. 

In reality it is only in the case 
of portable paintings and portable 
works of sculpture that any of 
these arts can ever be wholly dis¬ 
tinct from all of the others 
Mural paintings are not merely 
paintings, but part of a more in 
elusive work of art which is j 
fusion of the arts of architecture 
and painting. Similarly a fixed 
work of sculpture is a part, with 
its surroundings, of a larger whoie 
which is a fusion of the art ol 
sculpture with that of architecture 
or of landscape architecture 01 
both. A- work of architecture is 
always a part, with its surround¬ 
ings, of a larger composition (de 
signed or accidental, beautiful or 
otherwise) which is in turn part 
of the landscape of its region, in¬ 
dissolubly connected with the 
landscape of all the world. 

* some ofr the most beautiful 
things in the world are not works 
of art at all—flowers, animals a 
sunset seen over the ocean. Bu 
whenever the mind and hand of 
man have consciously molded that 
with which they have dealt, 
toward arousing the sense ot 
beauty in the observer, there is a 
work of art. The arbitrary classi¬ 
fications — painting, sculpture, 
architecture and landscape archi¬ 
tecture—are not here used as mu¬ 
tually exclusive! The supreme 
beauty of any work of art is the 
first consideration whether it i 
the product exclusively of one 
branch of art or of two or more. 

In the latter case its classification 
■would depend upon which branch 
of art appeared to have contrib¬ 
uted more notably to its outstand¬ 
ing beauty. Only‘in case of seri¬ 
ous doubt would it be entered 
under more than one classifica¬ 
tion. . _

This may be limited to selecting 
points of view and leading people 
skillfully to them, to small even 
though critical changes in fore 
grounds, or even to the purely 
negative task of avoiding artstic 
injury to an existing beautiful 
landscape when adapting the land 
to some human use. 

In distinction from such tri 
umphs. of restraint, no matter how 
beautiful the landscape^ which 
they have preserved or made en¬ 
joyable, we are concerned for the 
present purpose only with such ar¬ 
rangements of land and of the 
objects attached to it as are beau 
tit'ul mainly because of the delib 
erate artistic skill which con 
trolled the arrangement. And in 
distinction from works primarily 
of architecture or of sculpture, a 
work of landscape art may be de¬ 
fined as one in which architec¬ 
tural or sculptural objects, so far 
as they occur, are felt to be parts 
of a larger composition which has 
outstanding beauty as a whole. 

When architecture alone is 
taken up, points to be considered 
are sublimity, beauty, fitness and 
logic. There is also that elusive 
q»ality^ of charm, which may bo 
said to represent the "soul” of 
the structure. A notable perfec¬ 
tion in all of these qualities may 
be*found in a comparatively small 
structure, as well as in a largo 
and costly one. 

Discrimination is an important 
part of art appreciation, and it 
has been thought best to limit the 
list of examples selected to one 
of each art. Such comparatively 
short lists can be more easily car¬ 
ried in mind by the average per¬ 
son, and ten reproductions of each 
of these four arts ca"

Everyone 
is Interested to know the great art 
of each country, and of the world. 
People generally will like to ascertain 
what painters, sculptors, architects 
and landscape architects, art critics, 
patrons of art and others interested 
think are the greatest examples ever 
produced in each of the four major 
arts. It therefore has seemed prof¬ 
itable to start this inquiry, as part 
of the work in art education author¬ 
ized for Palos Verdes Art Jury under 
the terms of its endowment, with the 
avowed hope that the discussion will 
be taken up by papers of general 
circulation and the public, as well as 
by those more particularly connect¬ 
ed with the arts. 

The final exact word as to the 
greatest examples of art will never 
be spoken. But it should be possible 
to set up a list at the end of this 
inquiry which will give something 
to measure by. America lacks 
standards, particularly in the impor¬ 
tant art of landscape architecture, 
which if more generally applied, 
would exert, next to architecture, the 
greatest environment influence in the 
world.

The rain winch broke the dry spell 
throughout Southern California, is 
over, according to the United States 
Weather Bureau, the local office of 
which last night forecast “partly 
cloudy Sunday and probably Mon¬ 
day with moderate temperatures.”

i MEET TO TALK 


Realtojs c k cjaliftrnia are vitally 
interested in legislation having to 
i do with city planning which has 
been passed by previous Legislature 
or which is being planned for fu¬ 
ture action, according to announce¬ 
ment made by Louis J. Pfau Jr., : 
State Chairman of the Legislative 
Council of the California Real 
Estate Association, who states that 
this will be one of the principal 
topics to be discussed at the City 
Planning Conference to be held at 
the Hotel Maryland, Pasadena, 
April 26, 27 and 28. 

The program on legislation has 
been arranged through W. L. Pol¬ 
lard, Chairman of the Association 
City Plan Committee, and C. A. Pe¬ 
terson, Chairman of the Program 
Committee of the Conference. /

With the^dcill^cfection for the submission of the 
$6,000,000 airport bbntf issue only 10 days distant, city offi¬ 
cials continued their efforts today to secure options on- the 
three sites which have been designated for purchase if the 
bonds are approved. 

On May 1 voters will either approve or reject the bond 
Issue. If the proposal carries, the city will have authoriza¬ 
tion to buy and develop municipal airports, and to this end 
city council has approved three sites, but to date has entered 
into no options or contracts binding the owners to the price 
for the proposed fields. 

The three sites are in widely separated parts of the city: 
Mines field in the southwest, near Inglewood; Vail field, in 
the southeast, on Telegraph road, and Sesnon field, in San 
Fernando valley, near Van Nuys. 

City officials are planning to enter into options, running 
four months, before the proposal goes to the voters. 

In making the choice of three sites 4^ ““ 


for purchase, city council had before 
it the informative survey prepared 
by the bureau of budget and effi¬ 
ciency with the assistance of engi¬ 
neers, aviators and representatives 
*f the department of commerce. 

In this report, Vail and Mines 
fields were given the highest rating 
of all the sites considered. Ses¬ 
non field ranked sixth, but it was 
included in the favored three prin¬ 
cipally because it has a greater 
acreage and is priced cheaper than 
Van Nuys field, which is also in 
San Fernando valley. 

Eight fields were included in the 
bureau’s survey and their rating 
was based on wind and fog condi¬ 
tions, power line hazards, physical 
features, clearing and grading re¬ 
quired for development, accessibility 
to business and residential areas, 
utility service, fire protection and 
legislative control. 

The following facts on the three 
fields proposed for purchase were 
taken from the surveys made by the 
bureau of budget and efficiency. 

Mines Field, near Inglewood and 
13 miles from Arcade station, is 
owned by J. P. Martin. W. W. 
Mines is the agent. The price of 
$3000 an acre for 800 acres makes 
it the most expensive of the three. 
It has been offered to the city for 
approximately $2,400,000. 

The two best routes to Arcade 
station are by Redondo boulevard, 
West boulevard, Slauson avenue and 
Central avenue or by Redondo boule¬ 
vard, Manchester street and Ala¬ 
meda street. The automobile running 
time is 35 minutes. Other street proj¬ 
ects are proposed in the area which 
will make the field more accessible 
to the center of the city. 

Along the east boundary extends 
the Redondo branch of the Santa Fe. 
The L. A. street railway is a mile 
and one-half to the east. 

As to hazards, there are telegraph 
and telephone lines along the east 
boundary, which is Redondo boule¬ 
vard. The site is practically free of 
ditches and has a limited number 
of trees. Prevailing winds are of 
fairly low velocity and fog conditions 
found to be about the same as 
Clover Field,’ Santa Monica. It 
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if the bonds are voted, Vail field 
will be developed first. 

Sesnon field, owned by B. F. Por¬ 
ter of San Francisco, is the farth¬ 
est of the three from the city. It 
lies northwest of Van Nuys in the 
San Fernando valley and is 27 
miles from Arcade station. With 
90 acres it is the largest of any of 
the proposed sites and is also the 
cheapest, being priced at $1000 an 
acre. 

The automobile running time is 
one hour. The most direct route to 
the city is by Plummer street, Re¬ 
seda avenue, Ventura boulevard, 
Cahuenga Pass, Sunset boulevard 

and Alameda street. Other ap¬ 
proaches to the site are being con¬ 
sidered or are under construction. 
The Southern Pacific coast line 
touches it at one point. The P. E. 
has service to the nearby town of 
Owensmouth and there is bus serv¬ 
ice on Devonshire street, the north 
boundary of the field. 

Except for a few ditches the 

field is free from obstructions. It 
is sheltered on three sides by 

mountains and is practically fog¬ 
less. However, of all fields surveyed 
Sesnon rates poorest as to wind 
conditions. 

Natural drainage ia such that 

sewers need not be installed, ac¬ 
cording to the survey. A runway one 
mile in length can be built on the 
field.

Why Art Appeals to Thoughtful 


Thai thi purchafse prize art exhibit 
on display at the High school is as¬ 
sociated in the minds of educators and 
artists throughout the Southland with 
the promulgation of an unusually 
high type of cultural development is 
made evident from comments on the 
exhibit appearing in the Los Angeles 
Times and other publications. 

Instituted in part to afford a wider 
choice in selection of pictures to be 
presented by Senior classes as mem¬ 
orial gifts to the school, in keeping 
with the custom of years, the exhibit 
has also been the means of attracting 
hundreds of visitors to Gardena. 

Writing in the art section of the 
Times, one art critic comments thus: 

“The ylea of holding the present 
exhibition grew out of the art inter¬ 
est aroused by the growing school 
collection, and it is expected to be¬ 
come an annual event. This method 
of building up a school collection 
builds a tradition in a school and the 
students feel proud to carry it on. 
Gardena, one of the smallest high 
schools, has the largest art collection 
in the county. It is expected that 
rivalry in this direction will, in time 
be as keen amoflg schools as inter¬ 
scholastic sports.^, 

“Not the least gratifying feature 
of the exhibit is The response on the 
part of the artists,'who' regardless of 
the fact' tltfat the prize money fell 
well below some of cheir prices, sent 
their best work feeling that here was 
a genuine educational move in art ap¬ 
preciation. While I have not yet seen 
_^the exhibition it has been described by 


those competent to judge as one of 
the most impressive gatherings of 
paintings by Southern California 
artists.” 

A prophecy that this exhibit will 
act as the inspiration for a wide¬ 
spread movement among California 
schools to further the promotion of 
art appreciation in all its branches, 
is indicated also by a communication 
coming from C. H. Cheney, art cen¬ 
sor at Palos Verdes. 

He is S offerTng money prizes to stu¬ 
dents of Redondo high school wnose 
judgment of the pictures most nearly 
corresponds to that of the art jury. 

Regarding the motive of the classes 
in wishing to leave permanent gifts 
of value to their Alma Mater, he 
says: 

“This is an excellent idea and the 
classes of Redondo might well maxe 
similar selections or take advantage 
even of this exhibit to secure a per¬ 
manent gift to leave to their high 
school. 

“Possibly next year we could get 
several schools to join with Gardena 
and offer one or two purchase prizes 
from each school, thus encouraging a 
larger nurrtber of artists to exhibit. 

“I strongly believe we should also 
include sculpture. Many fine small 
sculptures both bronze and other casts 
can be obtained for a few hundred 
dollars. 

“There are a considerable number 
of these paintings which any of us 
could be very happy to live wip 
permanently, and after all that ls^Che 
test for good art of any kind.”

greatest examples of architecture 
of the world are bringing in most 
interesting nominations from all 
parts, to the Art Jury of Palos 
Verdes, California, which is con¬ 
ducting an international Art Ap¬ 
preciation Inquiry. 

According to Myron Hunt, dis¬ 
tinguished architect of Southern 
California, who is chairman of the 
jury, “there are some examples 
of architecture and landscape ar¬ 
chitecture that are so sublime, so 
universal in their appeal and so 
outstandingly great that they are 
beyond expression of any one race 
or nationalism. The Greeks had 
their seven wonders of the world 
-the Pyramids of Egypt, the Col- 
lossus of Rhodes, the Hanging 
Gardens of Babylon, the Temple 
of Diana at Ephesus, the statue of 
Zeus at Olympia, the Mausoleum 
of Halicarnassus, and the Pharos 
or Lighthouse of Alexandria— 
most of which no longer exist. 
Our civilization, and world civili¬ 
zation, has since produced even 
greater wonders, particularly of 
architecture and landscape archi¬ 
tecture. To bring these wonders 
more to the attention of the world 
at this time is the object of this 
inquiry. The jury put aside 
all questions of nationality or race 
and try impartially after Decem¬ 
ber 15 (when the inquiry closes) 
to give out as truly representative 
a list of present day wonders as 
possible. Meantime we are ask¬ 
ing for nominations of the ten 
greatest examples of architecture 
and of the ten greatest examples 
of landscape architecture of the 
world from all interested, the or¬ 
dinary layman as well as the art 
critic/’

According to a recent news dispatch from Wash¬ 
ington, D. C., Tax Assessor William P. Richards of 
the District of Columbia has estimated that the 
White House and the grounds surrounding it are 
worth $22,000,000. 

Mr. Richards places the value of the Capitol at 
$53,000,000 and the Treasury Department Building 
at $23,000,000. Estimated value of all Government 
property in the District, he said, was $470,000,000.

The third annual city plan conference of the Cali¬ 
fornia Real Estate Association has passed into history, 
but I believe that to those who attended this Confer¬ 
ence there will always remain in their minds an in¬ 
delible impression of the atmosphere and personality 
of this Conference. 

Thinking men and women cannot associate long 
together without creating for themselves and for their 
association a very definite personality and the im¬ 
pression which th*t association will make upon the 
individual will be governed largely by the strength 
or weakness of the personality created by the indi¬ 
viduals. 

A personality can only be created and strengthened 
by contacts wherein thinking minds actually engage 
in conflict of thought, and the program of the arthual 
conference was so planned and so laid down that of 
a necessity much conflict of thought must result. 
That conflict of thought did result. From that con¬ 
flict of thought has been brought about a very defi¬ 
nite, a very vivid and a very active personality 
which will mark this Conference and by which it 
will be remembered. 

In a Conference of this kind where the practical 
man, the money-making man, the man whose thought 
is engrossed largely with his own problems is brought 
definitely in contact with the idealist, the thinker, 
the planner, there immediately results an opposition 
of ideas that is provocative of thought, of consider¬ 
ation, and of study. It is only by the bringing to¬ 
gether of these two forces, however, and the fitting 
of the plans of the dreamer and the idealist, with 
the practical problems of the man who does his work 
in the work-a-day world, that a genuine understand¬ 
ing between these two opposing forces can be brought 
about and a common basis of operation developed. 

Aims and Ideals 

The program of 1928 was designed to bring to¬ 
gether as closely as possible the practical and the 
ideal, and those who planned the program believe 
that by bringing these two forces closely in contact 
that mutual understanding will develop and much 
good will result. 

What the results of this Conference will be, it is 
hard to conjecture, but it is safe to say that those who 
attended the Conference and were present at the sev¬ 
eral sessions and listened to the various speakers, 
learned much that is of great value. If those persons 
who attended will go from this Conference back to 
their respective cities, carrying with them the full 
knowledge that while the practical and the ideal may

appear to be far apart, there is always a common 
bond of operation, and if they will determine to so 
handle their work and so develop their respective 
thoughts that as nearly as possible this common 
ground of understanding can be reached, then we 
shall have a basis on which true city planning for 
California may be predicated. 

We who planned this Conference are anxious that 
as true a basis of common understanding as can pos¬ 


sibly be built be brought about and we want you who 
attended either as delegate, as speaker, or as listeners 
in to realize that our goal was high, and that we 
feel we have progressed very materially toward that 
goal. We who attended this Conference, I believe, 
will regard it as one of the mile-stones in city plan¬ 
ning progress in the State of California, and will 
look forward with much anticipation to the develop¬ 
ment of the ideas brought forth at this Conference, 
and will also hope to see in the 19*9 Conference at 
Fresno a continuation of these ideas and a healthy 
development of the thoughts that were brought 
about by the conflicting opinions found at the Pasa¬ 
dena Conference. 

Committee of Five Realtors

Upon motion of the Pasadena City Planning Con¬ 
ference, held under auspices of the Realtors, President 
Hal G. Hotchkiss has named a committee of Realtors 
to study suggested amendments to, and the working 
of, the master city planning act which, modeled on 
the Hoover Bill, was passed by the last California 
Legislature, and signed by Gov. Young. 

The state Realtors named will include: Chairman 
W. L. Pollard, of the City Planning Committee; Har¬ 
rison R. Baker, chairman of the subdivision commit¬ 
tee; C. A. Peterson, chairman of the program com¬ 
mittee of the city planning conference; Chairman 
Louis J. Pfau, Jr., of the Legislative Committee; 
Frank H. Brooks, president of the Los Angeles Realty 
Board, and Fred E. Reed, ex officio, as chairman of 
the City Planning Committee of the National Asso¬ 
ciation of Real Estate Boards. 

This personnel is the same as that on the California 
Real Estate Association committee to study the co¬ 
ordination of all subdivision and planning legislation. 
The Realtors will make an independent study of such 


bills.

awaiting them a rare scenic 
beauty, a unique combination of 
seascape and landscape, unap¬ 
proachable elsewhere in America. 

The coastline skirted by motor 
cars bound northward from San 
Pedro has been compared to 
that world famous highway con¬ 
necting Nice and Mentone, on the 
| Italian Riviera. That European 
drive is perhaps superior in his¬ 
toric association; yet for sheer, 
colorful charm it cannot ap¬ 
proach the road through the un¬ 
dulating Pal os Verd es hills, from 
San Pedro to KeTftffrdo. 

Below, a sapphire sea, flecked 
with sailing and steam craft, 
catches the sheen and brilliance 
of a flood of sunlight. In ma¬ 
jestic perpetual train, waves roll 
slowly shoreward, to foam angri¬ 
ly on the golden beach. Lazy 
spirals of black smoke stream 
upward from the funnel of an 
off-shore freighter, bound for 
“the isles beyond Cathay.’' 

Above, the hills soar in gentle 
outline, the cool greenery of 
their terrain relieved by vivid 
flowers, crimson, yellow, vary¬ 
ing shades of blue. Song birds 
maintain a constant symphony 
which drowns out the hum of a 
quiet motor. 

On through this automobilist’s 
paradise, a road that is a smooth 
white ribbon wends its tortuous 
way, conforming to the irregular 
curve of the coast. Roadside 
houses, fashioned after the 
houses of Valencia, or on the 
Balearic islands, blend with the 
exotic illusion of a strange land. 

On clear days, Santa Catalina 
looms, vaguely purple, on the 


hoiizon and to the northeastward 
a proud mountain range rears 

jagged peaks to pierce the azure 
sky. 

Should the drive be taken at 
twilight, then, indeed, do a mo¬ 
torist’s dreams seem to come 
true. Day’s glare gives way to 
mellow dusk, mauve replaces 
golden light. Even the unro¬ 
mantic car takes on a new iden¬ 
tity and seems to become an in¬ 
effable part of the gathering 
night ... a scarcely human ma¬ 
chine, humming through ave- 
nues of loveliness. Tiny points 
of light appear in the hills and 
gleam and flicker, bright sym¬ 
bols of hospitality, through the 
shades. A steamer’s running 
lights splash pools of ruby and 
emerald in what has become the 
thin, blue night. At a certain 
elevation, a pause and a back¬ 
ward glance prove well worth¬ 
while, for, far below, flung out 
over an area of many miles, 
thousands of lamps are like 
glittering jewels, tumbled indis¬ 
criminately on black velvet.

Cheney, of Palos Verdes, Calif., attempted just that 
at the National Conference on City Planning he d 
recently. Tabulating the standings of American cities 
as to the percentage of aesthetic qualities as properly- 
built cities, he lists none of them higher than twenty- 
five per cent. 

Washington he rates highest, and then Philadelphia, 
then New York. Without attempting to cover all 
the leading cities of the country he lists the follow¬ 
ing in order of aesthetic quality: Los Angeles, Boston, 

San Francisco, Chicago, St. Louis. 

The rate at which the activity of a thoughtful 
Realtor can raise the aesthetic quality of his city is 
indicated by a comparison of these ratings with the 
ratings of between 80 and 95 cent which Mr. 

Cheney puts on some of the notable subdivisions ©t 
the country. He lists the same subdivisions cited 
by Hugh R. Pomeroy, then secretary of the Los 
Angeles County Regional Planning Commission, at 
the last city planning conference of the National 
Association of Real Estate Boards as outstanding de¬ 
velopments as to well-balanced plan and high type 
of control. He cites the following: Roland Park, 
Baltimore; Shaker Heights, Cleveland; Country Club 
District, Kansas City; St. Francis Wood, San Fran¬ 
cisco; Palos Verdes Estates, California.

at architectural effect. This is simply to 
hold the soil and the later planting of shrubs 
—chiefly tamarix, masks it completely. Na¬ 
tive shrubs have been used with fine effect. 

Somewhat similarly posed is the Golf Club 
House. Here the slope, which is like the 
slope next the Wehrman house, is com¬ 
pletely clothed with shrubs and young trees. 
Native shrubs are used and the effect of 
the red-tiled roof rising above the soft 
masses of foliage of varying greens is very 
charming. Such a planting also means no 
erosion, no expensive rebuilding of walls for 
the householder—and no lawn mower nor 
incessant sprinkling. 

The patio of the Schellenberg residence 
was skilfully planned before the landscape 
gardener touched it. The line of the stair 
is very lovely, and the whole patio is beau¬ 
tifully proportioned. The irregular line of 
the bordering flower bed is interesting. A 
less skilled person would have made this 
exactly straight and so lost the delightful 
effect’of softness and the suggestion that 
the plants had come in of their own accord. 
The planting is comparatively slight, but 
there is abundant color—also greenness and 
coolness. The olive tree must have been a 
goodly size when moved in, and its gray- 
green foliage is of feathery softness. There 
are some ferns, papyrus, irises. Against the 
wall one sees hollyhocks and snapdragons, 
zinnia and Oriental poppy, and beside the 
pillars are climbing roses. The lines are

Discussing the 
Importance of 
this trend in 
the cultural life 
of Southern California, the execu¬ 
tive declared that the perfect com¬ 
munity of the future will not be a 
matter of accident, but one result¬ 
ing from the practical application 
of vision and purpose. 

EXPERT PLANNER OBTAINED 

“Recognizing this fact, one of the 
first steps of the Palos Verdes man¬ 
agement was to engage a man cap¬ 
able of carrying it into effect,” Law¬ 
yer stated. “We are fortunate to 
secure the services of Frederick 
Law Olmsted, internationally known 
as the designer of many beautiful 
communities and the man recently 
appointed by President Coolidge as 
head of the City Planning Commis¬ 
sion of Washington, D. C. More 
recently he was made technical ad¬ 
viser of the State Park Board of 
California. 

“As a result of his planning more 
liberal provisions for parks and 
school lands have been made in 
Palos Verdes than we believe in any 
other communal area of a similar 
size anywhere in the United States. 
Out of a total of 3200 acres in the 
subdivision, more than 800 have 
been set aside for schools and parks, 
including the golf course. All of the 
park areas and the land along the 
ocean frontage from the bluffs to 
the mean high tide line have been 
deeded to the Palos Verdes Homes 
Association, and considerable plant¬ 
ing has been done. Steep land has 
also been set aside for planting and 
can never be used for building sites, 
a measure that is unusual in South¬ 
ern California subdivisions, where 
the trend has always been toward 
obtaining the maximum number of 
building lots.” 

SITES FOR SCHOOLS 

Elementary school sites and play¬ 
grounds of approximately ten acres 
each have been established about a 
mile apart for children under 12 
years of age, the executive stated, 
while for the older children there is 
an intermediate and junior high 
school site with about twenty acres 
of playgrounds and a senior high 
site of about forty acres. 

Permanence of restrictions is as¬ 
sured by two organizations, the 
Palos Verdes Home Associatioh and 
the Palos Verdes Art Jury. The 
nresent members of this jury are 
Myron HuufC Robert Farquhar and 
David Alison, all architects; C. H. 
Chene\^city planner; James F. 
Dawsim and Frederick Law Olm- 
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sted, landscape architects, and Mr. 
Lav/yer. 

Commenting on the other strik¬ 
ing features of the Palos Verdes un¬ 
dertaking the general manager 
pointed out that the community 
now contains sixty miles of roads, 
eleven miles of storm drains, twen¬ 
ty-one miles of curbs, two of side¬ 
walks, thirty-one of water lines, 
twenty-two of gas mains, twenty- 
five of electrical lines, twenty-one of 
telephone lines, twenty-five miles of 
street and slope planting, and 162 
acres of parks planted. Also there 
is a nursery of ten acres, which has 
in stock at present in excess of 300,- 
000 trees and shrubs, and from 
which, in addition, there have been 
developed and planted in excess of 
400 000 trees and shrubs in streets, 
parks, etc. A 213-acre eighteen- 
hole grass golf course has been de¬ 
veloped for use of the property own¬ 
ers. There is a well-equipped golf 
clubhouse, costing $60,000. 

BEACH FRONTAGE 

On the ocean frontage in the I 
north end of the property there is I 
about 1000 feet of beach. The fu-| 


ture plans of the project contem¬ 
plate a further development of this 
beach for property owners in that ! 
section known as Malaga Cove, and | 
a similar development in the south 
part of the property, named Lunada 
Bay. 

Population of the community, at I 
present, according to figures of the 
County Regional Planning Commis¬ 
sion, is 600. More than 115 families 
are living on the property, and there ' 
is considerable building activity.

“Recognizing this fact, one of the 
first steps of the Palos Verdes man¬ 
agement was to engage a man cap¬ 
able of carrying it into effect,” Law¬ 
yer stated. “We are fortunate to 
secure the services of Frederick 
Law Olmsted, internationally known 
as the designer of many beautiful 
communities and the man recently 
appointed by President Coolidge as 
head of the City Planning Commis¬ 
sion of Washington, D. C. More 
recently he was made technical ad¬ 
viser of the State Park Board of 
California. 

“As a result of his planning more 
liberal provisions for parks and 
school lands have been made in 
Palos Verdes than we believe in any 
other communal area of a similar 
size anywhere in the United States. 
Out of a total of 3200 acres in the 
subdivision, more than 800 have 
been set aside for schools and parks, 
including the golf course. All of the 
park areas and the land along the 
ocean frontage from the bluffs to 
the mean high tide line have been 
deeded to the Palos Verdes Homes 
Association, and considerable plant¬ 
ing has been done. Steep land has 
also been set aside for planting and 
can never be used for building sites, 
a measure that is unusual in South¬ 
ern California subdivisions, where 
the trend has always been toward 
obtaining the maximum number of 
building lots.” 

SITES FOR SCHOOLS 

Elementary school sites and play¬ 
grounds of approximately ten acres 
each have been established about a 
mile apart for children under 12 
years of age, the executive stated, 
while for the older children there is 
an intermediate and junior high 
school site with about twenty acres 
of playgrounds and a senior high 
site of about forty acres.

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Trout Farms Prove Popular on Coak 

Domestic trout farms are becoming popular in' 
fomia, particularly in the southern district, where a num¬ 
ber are operating. In San Bernardino County three of 
these farms where trout are propagated and distributed 
commercially are to be found within a few miles of 
each other. 

A recent inspection trip made of these farms by Com¬ 
missioner R. H. Clock; B. D. Marx Greene, executive of¬ 
ficer of the California Fish and Game Commission ; and I 
Charles S. Bauder, captain of patrol in the southern dis-' 
trict, disclosed that many embryo fishermen are learning 
the rudiments and getting the thrill of catching real trout 
as members of “angling clubs” maintained by the three 
institutions visited. 

The commission officers, traveling by automobile, went 
first to Forest Home, where an inspection was mack; of 
the Robbins hatchery and farm. This place has been in 
operation for a number of years, and is one of the attrac 
tions of this popular mountain resort. 

Fish are reared in the hatchery and released |in a 
number of ponds that extend clown the canyon below the 
farm. Club members are permitted to fish and are charged 
a certain amount per fish caught. Water is diverted from 
the main stream and almost natural conditions a ^.^main¬ 
tained. 

The Dolly Varden Angling Club is the newest of the 
farms and angling clubs, and is reached after leaving 
Forest Home on the return trip from the resort to Redlands. 

A hatchery similar to those operated by the State*Fish 
and Game Commission is operated, as well as a series of 
holding ponds where fish are brought up to a size suitable

The Mu¬ 
nicipal Harbor Board owns and oper¬ 
ates 22 sheds of a combined length of 
13,048 feet. Two of them are of the 
two-story type, 100 feet wide and 980 
feet long, designed especially for the 
oriental trade. All wharves are ac¬ 
cessible by rail and paved roads. 

A six-story and basement terminal 
warehouse, 152 by 482 feet with an 
area of 480,000 square feet and 
equipped with the latest freight handl¬ 
ing devices, is operated by a ware¬ 
house company on agreement with the 
city.

With oil, the harbor district’s chief 
item of production, must be considered 
fish, for San Pedro is the greatest' 
tuna packing port in the world. 
Within the last five years it has been 
developing a sardine industry, and 
now packs more sardines than the 
rest of the United States put together. 
There are about 1,200 tuna fishing 
boats here. The twenty-one canneries 
employ 2,657 to 7,000 persons. The 
property investment in the local fish¬ 
ing industry is about $8,000,000 and 
the boats vary in type and valuj from 
the $2,000 jig boats to purse seiners 
worth from $15,000 to $20,000. In the 
1925-26 season the San Pedro can¬ 
neries packed 3,188,402 cases of one- 
pond oval cans of sardines, and 3,757,- 
445 cases of tuna.

“This jury is composed of three

tute and three laymen, one of whom 
must be a local property owner and 
member of the Maintenance Associa¬ 
tion. Members of this group are 
competent, always on the job, and 
are adequately paid for their time 
from an endowment fund of $300,000 
established by the project. The re¬ 
quirement that the appointments 
shall be controlled by certain com¬ 
petent societies is the greatest pos¬ 
sible assurance of success; it fol¬ 
lows the precedent of most of the 
municipal art commissions. 

“Also it should be obvious that any 
review of plans by a committee or 
jury, a majority of whom are not 
trained designers, is likely to have 
poor results, as only trained design¬ 
ers can have the ability to read 
drawings and interpret them suffi¬ 
ciently well to be sure of the out¬ 
come. Many real estate restrictions 
include the requirement that plans 
of all buildings constructed shall be 
approved in writing, but they break 
down in result because the review¬ 
ing is not done by competent mem 
The common welfare, in fact, really 
requires that, all real estate restric¬ 
tions should be submitted to the 
City Planning Commission along 
with the plat and that restriction^ 


the job when plans are satisfac¬ 
tory. 

“Under either of these methods it 
is possible to raise the 10 per cent 
or less of buildings being properly 
designed to 80 or 90 per cent within 
several years, thus making a vast 
difference in the appearance, value 
and amenities of our city life.” 

It is pointed out that municipal 
zoning under police p'oWer, which 
fn the past decade has become so 
universal in the United States, really 
grew out of the demand of the ordi¬ 
nary citizen that his home and even 
his factory be given the same pro¬ 
tection from the invasion of ruin¬ 
ous and inappropriate uses into his 
neighborhood, as had for several dec¬ 
ades been offered to a very limited 
group in tracts privately restricted 
by real estate covenant. Under this 
stimulus, zoning grew rapidly from 
an experiment into a legally recog¬ 
nized institution. With much the 
same impulse back of it, the frew 
demand of forward-thinking people 
for protection, by police power, 
against architectural blight is rap¬ 
idly taking shape, and there is good 
reason to believe that the courts will 
sustain this wider use of the police 
power for public welfare. 

It is coming to be recognized that 
the large amount of poor architec¬ 
tural designs in buildings (Mr. 
Cheney estimates it at 90 per cent)- 
constitutes a great economic loss; 
that it not only causes rapid de¬ 
preciation in value, but presents a 
depressing living environment. The 
newer conception, as indicated by 
. [he foremost community planning 
achievements, is based on the demo¬ 
cratic ideal that the so-called aver¬ 
age citizen is as much entitled to 
protection from depreciation and 
ugliness and their debilitating ef¬ 
fects as the man who now enjoys 
that protection by reason of his 
wealth. Thus the theory of city 
planning holds to the ideal that only 
when every resident is surrounded by 
those elements that promote the 
amenities of life, with all their cul- 1 
tural values, can there be any guar¬ 
antee of that universal heritage that 
is the common right of every man, 
woman and child.
